Snails are also used as an article 
of food in Austria, Spain and Italy as 
well as in Egypt and the other countries 
on the Mediterranean's southern shore. 
Hygienists claim that they are very 
nutritive, containing not leas 17 
per cent, of nitrogenous matter.—St 
Louis Republic.
